tution of steam heat for stove heat in 
railway cars, shows that no more than 
2£ to 3b per cent, of the locomotive’s 
supply of steam is required for heating 
the average train. 
It adds that this 
quantity can be obtained w ithout re­ 
ducing the load, increasing tho heating 
surface, decreasing the speed, or de­ 
creasing the loss by radiation. 
It is 
only necessary to push tho fires a little 
when the locomotive is on a level or 
down a grade and to use steam that can 
be spared while tho train is resting at 
stations.

The* Commissioners have 
so far show n s greet capacity for hard 
work, and do not hurry over details. 


A C heyenne paper present« some 
new ideas about the proi>oaition to 
slaughter range cattle on the plains and 
send the refrigerated carcasses to En­ 
gland. 
The principal element of weak­ 
ness in the scheme is declared to lie in 
the fact that, while cattle are plenty 
enough, few of them are sufficiently 
heavy to command favorable prices in 
the foreign market« . 
The range cattle 
aro not in the condition required for 
profitable killing to send abroad, and a 
comparison of prices shows that, after 
allowing for expenses of transportation, 
etc., the thing will not a material loss. 
Something more than grass feed is 
needed to fatten cattle to the point 
where their flesh will command a good 
price, and it would cost more to trans­ 
port tho extra feed to the Western 
depot than to carry the animals to the 
place where they will be at homo 
among the desired products of the soil. 
It may bo added that the attempt was 
made more than a score of y ears ago by 
a Chicago packer to slaughter cattle in 
tho Southern grazing grounds for ship­ 
ment to Europe, but it was abandoned 
as not profitable. 


A p etition in behalf of tho amuse­ 
ment profession addressed to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission recites 
that about 500 amusement companies 
are on the road, and that the increase 
in their rates nearly doubles their trav­ 
eling expenses; and the Commission is 
asked to make such an interpretation 
of the law as will permit railroad com­ 
panies to grant, as heretofore, reduced 
rates to traveling amusement compa­ 
nies. 
There does not appear to be any 
occasion for interference on the part of 
the Commission. The Inter-State Com­ 
merce act distinctly declares that noth­ 
ing in it shall be construed so as to for­ 
bid the issue of mileage, commutation, 
or excursion tickets. 
Special rates 
might be granted to amusemont com­ 
panies under one of these heads without 
violation of tho law. 
But if a railroad 
company should give an excursion rate 
to one traveling amusement organiza­ 
tion and refuse it to others, that w’ould 
jo such “ unjust discrimination” as tho 
aw forbids. 
The railroad companies 
understand this matter, and do not re­ 
quire any instructions from the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission in regard 
to it 
But they are making a strained 
and unreasonable application of the^law 
in this and in other respects in order to 
¿ ring it into reproach, and thus secure 
its repeal. 
By this plan they hope to 
obtain a restoration of the unjust pow er 
no oppress the public which Congress 
las taken from them. 
The game is a 
desperate one, and the railroad compa­ 
nies are play ing it for rdi that it is 
worth.

deceased bird. 
This sign indicates a 
shop whose sole business is to sell 
roasted goose cut in 
pieces, goose 
livers, and a sort of biscuit made of 
chopped goose and flour. 
Here is a 
temptation to thoso who are fond of 
p a te d e fo ie g ra s. 
On entering tho 
dealer is discovered standing behind a 
lingo tray filled with livers arrangod in 
rows, armed with a fork resembling 
Neptune’s trident. 
He 
passes the 
trident my stically over the livers and 
names the prices—20 kreutzers, 
25 
kreiitzers, 30, 40, 50 kreutzers, the lat­ 
ter being from giant birds and weighing 
nearly a pound. 
You take one of the 
smallest as a starter, and a biscuit, and 
adjourn to a neighboring wine shop, 
properly adjust y our digestive appa­ 
ratus to the unctuous viand with a 
“ fourth” of white Hungarian wine. No 
bad result follows, as with tho arti­ 
ficially fattened livers that cost their 
weight in gold in America. 
Your di­ 
gestion continues excellent. 
What is 
the effect? 
The next day y ou come 
back and buy a liver twice the size, 
take two rations of biscuit, and wash I lie 
repast down with a “ half” of the same 
wine, and so on. 
As this ratio of in­ 
crease cannot go on forever, y ou find 
y ourself obliged to leave town a day or 
two sooner than y ou intended, to sub­ 
due a growing appetite, taking with y ou 
in y our valise a few’ pounds of goose 
livers to satisfy the pangs of hunger 
and solace the regret of parting, for y ou 
know when y ou have left the Danube 
y ou can see this luxury no more.— Co r.

Wo declan* ag ainst all measures of Iteonsc or 
far as delusive and no way calculated to c*nd the 
tho evil« of the liquor traffic, but rather sanction* 
ing, perput rating and entrenching more strong ly 
the traffic. 
That the only effective permanent remedy is 
throug h entire prohibit ion of the manufacture, 
sale and importation of Intox icating !x *vor« ig l» y 
the states and national g overnment and throug h 
constitutional amendment« and statutory laws. 
Rev. J. A, Todd, of the Reformed Dutch 
church of North America, in convey ing a 
message of good will, explained tho tenets of 
his church. Moderator Gibson, in reply ing, 
said tho door of tho United Presby terian 
church was 
l a r g e enough to admit all Re­ 
formed Presby terians, and be would l>e glad 
to ace them come in. 
Rev. J. C. Galloway , in presenting a reso­ 
lution of fraternal greeting by the Southern 
sy nod, said he would frank ly state that tho 
Associate Reformed church, south, had re­ 
jected the I *a« is of union for two reasons— 
first, the agitation by tho United Presby teri­ 
ans of the instrumental music question; sec­ 
ond, because of the opposition by a respecta­ 
ble minority to the fourteenth article in the 
testimony of the United Presby terian church. 
The Associate church d« x» not wish to restore 
slavery . They are glad that incubus is de­ 
stroy ed forever. [Applause.] 
The opposi­ 
tion comes from the old people who live in 
tho memory of the i» ast, but it is more a mat­ 
ter of sontiment than of principle, and tho 
majority feel that they ought to regard it, 
and not outrage 
the 
feelings of their 
elder brethren 
unnecessarily and 
drive 
them from the communion. By the y ear 
19 00 slavery will have become a mere tradi­ 
tion. Tho new south has no leaning toward 
reaction. 
He ask ed why the two branches 
could not unite simply on the Westminster 
confession as historically interpreted. Ulti­ 
mately they would have organic union as 
they now have spiritual union. 
The moderator replied in an appreciative 
vein, taking the g round that there was no 
need for haste in chang ing the policy of the 
church concerning music, and that as to the 
fourteenth article of testimony , it was fhe 
record of the church, but would not stand in 
the way of ultimate union. 
The committee on bills reported that owing 
to the still unsettled state of opinion as to the 
propriety of using fermented wine in com­ 
munion the question can not bo wisely re­ 
opened. 
The Southern Presby terians. 
St. Louis, May 28 .—When the Southern 
Presby terian g eneral assembly finished it« 
labors Thursday nig ht it had ag reed to ap­ 
point a committee on org anization with the 
Northern assembly and the g reat three-day s’ 
debate was over. 
Rev. Dr. Morton Friday 
■morning presented a report. 
The culture of 
the members of the assembly , he said, was 
rubbed from tho horny hands and rained 
from the sweaty brows of the colored people. 
They had been raised up by the labor of 
slaves, and it did not become the southern peo­ 
ple to ignore t hem. The church sends mis­ 
sionaries to Japan, China and Brazil, but 
lias let this great body go without the word 
of God. The northern church has 14,(XX) 
communicants among this 
people and is 
spreading its work . 
When he finished a number of gentlemen 
arose, claimed tho floor, and as rapidly os 
they got it protested against the statement 
that the southern church was not doing its 
duty in this matter. The report was recom­ 
mitted to the committee for modification. 
The committee on foreign correspondence

Tliis was a suit brought by the govern­ 
ment to recover $r21,219 , with* interest, the 
full value of iinjx:>rted merchandise alleged tc 
have been fraudulently entered and invoiced 
at a price lower than its actual mark et 
value at the time and place of exportation. 
Two United States courts had decided that 
the United States could not recover, no mat­ 
ter what the proof was, because there was no 
statute covering the case, and the supreme 
court affirmed the decision.

As the name of M. Tasquin 
was called he stepped forward and answering 
to his name was g reeted with a lavish display of 
g ratitude and affection upon all sides, and was 
presented with the Cross of the Leg ion of 
Honor in recog nition of his heroic conduct in 
assisting to save the lives of many of his com­ 
panion members of the Opera Comique com­ 
pany . 
A pamphlet was put in circ ulation and sold 
in the streets Friday evening , the moral of 
which is that If there had been in late y ears a 
series of ministers of public instruction and 
flne arts possessing as hig h a sense of public 
duty as Gen. Boulang er has display ed as min­ 
ister of war, the fire which destroy ed the 
Opera Comique could not have occurred. The 
pamphlet was eag erly purchased and its 
perusal has produced a visible effect upon the 
populace. All Paris turned out to witness the 
transfer of the corpses taken from the ruins 
of the 
theatre to 
the morg ue.

The gentleman, seeing 
his danger, ran for his life an« l took refuge in 
n shop, whence he emerged after the 
crowd 
had gone, and disappeared.

Nevada and Miss VanZandt in London, offer­ 
ing their services at benefit performances in 
aid of the sufferers, and tho announcement 
I ins create« ! a tremendous current of feeling 
in favor of the latter among those who were 
her most bitter opponents.

At the Great New York Fire—Latest Esti­ 
mates of the Destruction. 


N e w Y o r k , May 28.—The fire here Thurs­ 
day uiglit raged from 1:30 a. m. until day ­ 
break , cremate« ! about 
1,100 horses and 
burned, as stated y esterday in these dispatches, 
seventy -live dwellings. 
The total loss of 
property is now estimated 
at $1,325,000, 
divided as follows: Railroad stables, $550,- 
000; 1,100 horses, $250,000; 175 cars, $180,000; 
harness, $75,000; feed, $25,000; .total, $1,080,- 
000; Jacob New’s silk factory , $100,000; five 
tenements, $100,000; losses of tenants, $40,- 
000; frame buildings, $15,000; Shanty ville 
k isses, $10,000. The insurance will be less 
than $500,000, of which the street car com­ 
pany carried $3*0,000, divided between 151 
companies. 
The sun rose upon a scene of desolation, 
hut with the tired firemen masters of the 
situation. The bodies of l,lu0 horses were 
masting in the ruins of the stables. 
More 
than 100 families, mostly very poor people, 
had been rendered homeless. A number of

SHOWING OFF THEIR l ^CES. 


A Number of Interesting Drills at the Na­ 
tional Competition—Feat of a Southern 
Girl. 


W as h ing t o n City , May 23.—The competi­ 
tors at tho National drill Friday were the In­ 
dianapolis Light Infantry , who gave a drill 
that was pronounced decidedly above the av­ 
erage; the Alexandria Light Infantry *, who 
were aim a good exhibition; the Jack son 
(Mich.) Rifles, whose best work was in the 
manual, but their movements rather defect­ 
ive; the Moiineaux Rifles, of New York , who 
were alxmt an average: the Belk nap and San 
Antonio Rifles, of San Antonio, Tex., of 
whom it may Ik* said their work was fair; the 
Sheridan Guards, of Manchester, N. H., 
whose drill was creditable, and the Lomax 
Rifles, of Mobile, Ala., who gave the best ex­ 
hibition of the day in company drill. 
The battalion competition then commenced, 
and for the first time in the history of the 
militia of this country three crack battalions, 
the Fifth Rhcxle Island, the Louisville Legion, 
and the Washington Light Infantry , were to 
contest for the supremacy . The Rhode Island 
battalion, Col. Moran, drilled first, but ow­ 
ing to the fact that their colonel had been ab­ 
sent from his command for months, did not 
do themselves justice, and will not get a 
prize. 
The Louisville Legion, Maja Coen and 
Kelly , cante next, and executed every move­ 
ment of the programme with a precision and 
sk ill that elicited almost constant applause« 
Army officers who inspected the Legion ex­ 
pressed themselves astonished at the perfect 
condition of the uniforms, guns and equip­ 
ments of this command. 
The Washing ton boy s followed the Leg ion, 
and presented a fine appearance; but at the 
start several costly errors on the part of the 
officers seemed to show that they were not 
quite up to the Kentucky men. Their loes of 
distance, failure to support arms aft« * ploy - 
ment, soon fold ag ainst them, and it looked 
at the conclusion of the drill as thoug h the 
battalions would rank: Leg ion first, Wash­ 
ing ton second, and Rhode Island third. After 
the drill, Col Moran, of the Rhode Island 
battalion, called at the headquarters of the 
Leg ion and tendered his cong ratulations to 
them, as, in his opinion, the winners of the 
first prize. 
Then followed the individual drill of fifty 
men, not more than two men from any one 
company . This was an interesting exhibition 
of the manual of arms. As fast as a man 
was found in error he was dropped from the 
rank s. Finally When the competitors were 
reduced to three men, Herman G. Staack e, of 
the San Antonio Rifles, was called to the 
front, the first prizeman, and the two others, 
Charles T. Conrad, of the Washington Light 
Infantry , and James B. Wagner, of the Louis­ 
ville Legion, continued the competition.

New Y o rk , May 28 .-R . G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade rays: The most im­ 
portant news of the week is also the best— 
that crop prospects have decidedly improved. 
In view of the great speculations in wheat 
and cotton, and the false reports carefully cir­ 
culated by interested parties, it is of service 
to know that our own agents telegraph from 
Wisconsin, “Local rains have helped the agri­ 
cultural districts;” from Minnesota, “Rains 
throughout the northwest very ^ materially 
improve crop prospects;” from Kansas City, 
“Prospects excellent for exceptionally large 
crops; recent copious rains of great benefit, 
from New Orleans, “Crop prospects generally 
good;” and these are samples of favorable dis­ 
p a tch es from nearly all q uarters. The fear of 
iujury thus far seems satisfactorily remov ed, 
and if harm to wha^t or cotton is to come it 
must be from climatic influences in tlie fut- 
ure. 
, 
This good news for the whole country is 
disheartening, however, when financial pros­ 
pects have come to depend upon the success 
of gigantic simulations for an advance in 
prices of products. The financial future is 
also affected by the large receipts of the trea­ 
sury, amounting for ten months and twenty 
days to $31,012,8 67.00 more than receipts for 
the same part of the previous year. At the 
same rate the treasury must take from the 
markets a large sum every month, after the 
last call for 3 per cent matures July 1, and 
Washington dispatches state that the admin­ 
istration will purchase bonds with great re­ 
luctance, if at all During the past week the 
treasury has taken in $1,500,000 inore gold, 
and $500,000 more currency than it has paid 
out, with issues of silver certificates only 
balancing the increase of silver held, and 
with only $100,000 added to deposits in banka 
The last statement of New York banks showed 
increase of loans and reserves, because Mr. 
Manning’s new bank was for the first time 
included, but the drain of money to Chicago 
to meet the needs of speculation, still con­ 
tinues, the return to that point from the in­ 
terior being retarded by real estate and other 
activity prevailing. 
Foreign 
commerce 
does not improve. 
April’s imports exceeded exports by $15,973,- 
$75, an excess eq ualled in one month of 18 8 2, 
after the partial failure of crops, and in no 
other month since 18 72. New York exports 
in May fall 11.7 per cent below those of last 
year, with imports exceeding those of last 
year by 17.3 per cent, which would fore­ 
shadow an excess of about $14,000,000 in im­ 
ports this month. The prevailing specula­ 
tions rather than the inter-state law cause the 
decline in exports, for shipments of grain by 
lake and rail are made without regard to lo­ 
cal road rates. The inter-state commission 
ba« not yet revoked ita orders of suspension, 
but all information tends to the belief that it 
will do so, and points to a rigid enforcement 
of the act 
Much complaint is made even 
now, with the rate for distance rule not 
everywhere enforced, of the transfer of trade 
from large to smaller towns, and from east­ 
ern to interior cities. A great number of 
suits commenced and complaints filed indi­ 
cate that cost of transportation will be in 
creased rather than diminished. Earnings 
are large and encouraging, but a war of rates 
in the northwest results from milling in 
transit contracts issued by the St. Paul and 
other roads, and the competition of Cana­ 
d ia n a n d water routes is felt more severely 
ev ery week.

W a s h in g t on C ity, May 28 .—Mr. Stahl* 
m a n made a long argument before the inter­ 
state commerce commission Friday in favor 
of the permanent suspension of the haul 
Clause of the new law so far as the southern 
ra ilw a y s are concerned in general, and the 
L ouisv ille & Nashville in particular. He 
ba sed his argument on the competition by 
water those railways have to meet, and in 
further support of his position argued that 
the entire south ought to be exempted from 
operations of the fourth section because its 
productions differ in character from those of 
the north. The average production of an 
acre of land in nine northern states he showed 
to lie 1,063 pounds, and the average in nine 
southern states only 602 pounds. 
The weight 
of that portion shipped to market is, in the 
north, 1,330 pounds per acre, against 175 
pounds per acre in the south, where cotton 
and tobacco is the staple crop. Thus one 
mile of railroad in the north gets as much 
freight as ten miles in the south. Besides 
this, the roads of the north can put 40,00C 
pounds of freight on a car, while those of the 
south can only get 
12,000 pounds of their 
more bulky product into a car.

THE MAXWELL CLAIM SETTLED. 


A K eh ea rlu g of th e Ca se R e fu s a l by th e 
S u p rem e C ourt. 


W ash in g to n C it y, May 28 .—In the case 
of the petition for a rehearing of the Max­ 
well land case, recently decided by the su­ 
preme court, the petition was denied by the 
supreme court Friday. Justice Miller, who 
delivered the opinion of the court, says: All 
the points suggested in the petition have been 
carefully considered by the conrt. The case 
has been pending in the courts since 18 8 2, 
and on account of its importance was ad­ 
vanced for hearing in the supreme court 
The arguments on both sides were unre­ 
stricted in point of time. The court was 
thoroughly impressed with the importance of 
the case, not only on account of the extent 
of the grant and its value, but also on ac­ 
count of its involving principles which will 
become precedents in cases of a similar na­ 
ture now rapidly increasing in number. ^ It 
was therefore given a most careful examina­ 
tion, and the petition for reheariug has had a 
similar attentive consideration. The result 
is that the court is entirely satisfied that the 
grant as confirmed by the action of congress 
is a valid grant; that the survey and patent 
issued upon it, as well as the original grant, 
are entirely free from any fraud on the part 
of the grantees; and that the decision could 
be no other than that of the circuit court be­ 
low, which was affirmed by the supreme 
court of the United States.

do gged, stu bbo rn pu shing lasted so me 
minu tes, u ntil the white fro th began to 
dro p in lo ng, tenacio u s strings fro m 
their lips, and the red ey es to glare 
thro u gh what appeared to be clo ts o f 
blo o d. 
Ho mebo dy was hu rt, fo r the 
crimso n wras dy eing the white fro th as 
it fell to the gro u nd. 
This dead set o f 
strength co u ld no t last lo ng. 
The ten­ 
do ns were standing o u t lik e ro pes acro ss 
the thighs au d alo ng the thick neck s, 
and ev ery mo ment was telling u po n the 
sho rt w ind and straining o f bo th antag­ 
o nists.

and chemical law. 
Later, intro spect­ 
iv e psy cho lo gy and the metaphy sical 
and religio u s my steries tak e their tu rn; 
and last o f all, the drama o f hu man 
affairs and wo rldly wisdo m in the 
widest sense o f the term. 
In each o f 
u s a satu ratio n-po int is so o n reached in 
all these things; the impetu s o f o u r 
pu rely intellectu al zeal ex pires, and u n­

President Garfield in Co ngress. 
When I went into Co ngress the war 
was ¡still raging. 
I wanted to go back 
into the army . 
After lio secrau s’ re­ 
mo v al, Tho mas, who was a dear friend 
o f mine, was ex ceedingly anx io u s to 
lav e me co me back , and * tendered me 
in a priv ate letter the co mmand o f an 
army co rps if I wo u ld go . 
He had be­ 
co me the head o f the who le army , y o n 
►no w. 
I v ery mu ch w anted to go back , 
m t Mr. Linco ln made a perso nal po int 
o f my tak ing my seat in the Ho u se o f 
Representativ es.] In the fi^st place, he 
said that the Repu blican majo rity in 
Co ngress was v ery small, and there was 
great do u bt whether w'e co u ld certaiu ly 
carry the necessary measu res; and in 
the nex t place, he was greatly lack ing 
in men o f military ex perience in the 
Ho u se to regu late the legislatio n abo nt 
the army . 
Ho I wrent in, and was im­ 
mediately pu t u po n the military co m­ 
mittee. 
In time o f peace wav s and means and 
appro priatio ns are the mo st impo rtant 
o f the co mmittees, and the military is 
rather a deco ratio n than an influ ential 
co mmittee. 
Bu t in the war the military 
co mmittee was way u p abo v e any o thers 
in impo rtance, and my po sitio n o n it, as 
practically acqu ainted with the wants 
o f the army , called me into immediate 
requ isitio n, giv ing me a pro minence in 
the Ho u se in the begiu ning that I co u ld 
no t po ssibly hav e had in any o ther way . 
The first speech I made was o n the 20 
o f Janu ary , 1804, o n a bill fo r the co n­ 
fiscatio n o f rebel pro perty . 
There are 
po rtio ns o f that which y o u will pro bably 
think it best to print, eno u gh at least, 
to sho w- the sw’ing o f my mind and the 
character o f my speak ing. I was the 
y o u ngest member in either branch o f 
Co ngress at that time, as I had been 
the y o u ngest member o f the Ohio 
Legislatu re, au d the y o u ngest Brigadier

Th e Rap p ites. 
Thesepeo ple are k no wn as the Rap­ 
pites. 
Their fo u nder, Geo rge Rapp, 
was bo rn in Wu rtemberg, Germany , in 
17701 
Du ring the laat decade o f the 
centu ry an u nu su al religio u s ex citement 
prev ailed in that lo cality , and Rapp be­ 
came imbu ed with the idea that ho had 
receiv ed a div ine call to resto re the 
Christian religio n to its o riginal pu rity . 
He, therefo re, o rganised a sect o n the 
mo del o f the primitiv e chu rch, all o f 
who se members were pledged to strict 
celibacy o f life, and to a co mmo n 
o wnership o f pro perty . 
Rav ing so me 
difficu lty with the Wu rtemberg au ­ 
tho rities o n the snbject o f wo rship, he 
came, in 18 03, to America to find a 
ho me fo r his flo ck . 
He pu rchased 
5,000 acres o f land in Bu tler Co u nty , 
Pennsy lv ania, and in 1804 his flo ck o f 
disciples,COO in all, came o v er the o cean 
and jo ined him. 
They so o n had bu ilt 
u p a flo u rishing v illage, which they 
called Harmo ny , and their diligence 
made the su rro u nding wilderness bu d 
and blo sso m as the ro se. 
In 18 14, de­ 
siring a better lo catio n fo r bu siness, 
they so ld their Pennsy lv ania pro perty 
and mo v ed to Indiana, where, o n the 
bank s o f the Wabash, th^jr bu ilt a sec­ 
o nd v illage called Harmo ny . 
Here 
they pro spered mo re than ev er, and 
new' members swelled their nu mber to 
nearly a tho u sand. 
In 18 24 they again 
became dissatisfied with their lo catio n 
o n 
acco u nt o f 
bad neighbo rs and 
malaria. 
They again so ld o u t all their 
pro perty , dispo sing o f the entire to wn, 
its ho u ses, mills, facto ries, and 30,009 
acres o f land fo r $150,000. 
This was 
an immense sacrifice o f tlieir v alu able 
labo r o n the pro perty , bu t they co n­ 
sented to the lo ss in o rder to get away 
fro m their distastefu l 
su rro u ndings. 
Tho pro perty was pu rchased by Ro bert 
Owen, who had ju st co me o v er fro m 
England in search o f a go o d lo cality fo r 
a so cialist co mmu nity . 
Tho Rappites, 
in the meanwhile hav ing thro u gh their 
leader pu rchased a lo catio n in Beav er 
Co u nty , Pennsy lv ania, o n the Ohio 
Riv er, bu ilt a steambo at, and remo v ed 
in detachments to their new and final 
place o f settlement. 
There they bu ilt 
the to wn o f Eco no my , and there what 
are left o f the o riginal co lo ny o f the 
Rappites still reside. 
Geo rge Rapp 
died in 1847. 
The co mmu nity has al­ 
way s been v ery pro spero u s, bu t while 
it has gro wn steadily in wealth, it has 
decreased in nu mbers by many seces­ 
sio ns o n the part o f th e' y o u nger and 
deaths o f the o lder niembo rs. 
At 
o ne time, so o n after the fo u nding o f 
Eco no my v illage, the sect nu mbered 
abo u t 1,8 00; there are no w less than 
100 liv ing in the neat little v illage, and 
nearly all o f these are o ld men. 
They 
o wn mu ch pro perty in real estate, in 
co al mines, and facto ries, aside fro m 
their pro perty in Eco u o my To wnship. 
The co lo u y has alway s u sed the Ger­ 
man langu age almo st ex clu siv ely . 
In 
religio n they are strict Pro testants, ac­ 
cepting the co mmands o f the New 
Testament literally as their co de o f 
co ndu ct. 
Members o f bo th sex es hav e 
alway s been admitted into their chu rch, 
bu t marriage has been po sitiv ely pro ­ 
hibited amo ng them. 
Tlieir repu tatio n 
lias alway s been that o f a mo ral, intelli­ 
gent, and indu strio u s co mmu nity .— 
In ter Ocea n . 


Fishers’ Su perstitio ns. 
Befo re v ery ro u gh weather there o c­ 
casio nally co mes a strange calm, a 
hu sh—lik e to no thing sav e tho ho ld­ 
ing o f a breath befo re a fu rio u s o u t­ 
bu rst o f rage. 
It has a weird effect, 
co ming, as it o ften do es, at nightfall. 
After this a du ll, wailing, 
mu ffled 
so u nd creeps o u t o f the dark ness—a 
so u nd as lamentatio n and 
entreaty 
heard fro m afar. 
“The sea is calling,” 
they say here; and when this happens 
the fishermen ex pect a gale befo re 
mo rning. 
When the sea has go t ho ld o f its 
prey , and there is a ho u se o r ho u ses 
deso late in the v illage, they ho ld that it 
mo u rns, mak ing qu ite a different so u nd 
to any o ther time. 
Abo nt fu nerals there are o dd o bserv ­ 
ances and ideas. 
It is u nlu ck y either 
to meet o r cro ss a fu neral train. 
There are girls in the v illage who are 
so rt o f pro fessio nal mo u rners (tho u gh 
u npaid) fo r children au d y o u ng wo men 
who die u nmarried. 
They are dresso d 
in black , with white ho o ds, and shaw ls 
o f white spu n silk o n their sho u lders. 
Six o f these mo u rners is the my stic 
nu mber, and when o ne is married an­ 
o ther is selected to fill her place. Pro b­ 
ably it is co nsidered a po st o f ho no r, 
fo r there nev er seems a v acancy , tho u gh 
I do no t k no w ho w the selectio n is 
made. 
They are grav e-lo o k ing dam­ 
sels, so it may be by their fitting ap­ 
pearance. 
At a y o u ng man’s fu neral there are 
o nly two o f these girls, who walk be­ 
fo re and are called “serv ers. * 
The Dissenters hav e a cu sto m o f 
singing a so rt o f dirge o v er their dead, 
no t u nlik e in effect the chanting o f the 
mo nk s at a fu neral in Ro me. 
Bu t 
w hen the sail du ties are do ns co mes a 
time o f feasting. 
Their pride fo rbids 
them to hav e any thing bu t a “mensefu l 
fu neral.” Ano ther pecu liarity is that 
when the peo ple are ask ed to attend, it 
is by men and the girls named “bid­ 
der» ” (no t necessarily relativ es o f the 
deceased).— Art Jo u rn a l.
